Despondency. 

We have found of late, from conversation with farm- 
ers, that they are assuming a despondent feeling, and 
a sort of distrust for the future. This feeling is not 
owing to the want of good crops, for generally they 
are above the average, but it arises, we apprehend, 
from a weakness of our natures, and « disposition not 
to learn lessons of wisdom from past experience.— 
A farmer we met the other day was complaining be- 
cause beans were so low in the market. Last year he 
could sell his beans for five dollars a bushel, and he 
had planted a large piece and had a fine crop, but now 
the price was much lower. He expected to receive as 
much this year as last and now feels disappointed. 
But he does not consider that his good crop is more 
than an equivalent for the deficiency in price, so that 
in reality he is as well off as he was last year. Anoth- 
er man we met was complaining of his hop crop, be- 
cause it was almost a total failure. Well, all the con- 
solation we can give him is, that he ought not to en- 
gage in the business of bop raising. 

This feeling of unnecessary dissatisfaction has a bad 
influence over a man’s better jadgment. It causes 
him to relax his hold upon his plans for the future, 
and causes him to spend the winter, which is set 
apart by a good and All-wise Providence for the farm- 
ers’ comfort, in a very uncomfortable manner. We 
never knew & man to make a dollar in his whole life 
by being despondent, but we have known men to take 
hold of their business with a resolution to overcome 
all difficulties and finally succeed. 

Sometimes difficulties.arise that seem impossible to 
be overceme, but it is well to make the most of every 
opportunity, however small it may be. We once heard 
of a man who took a mortgage of another man’s well 
fora debt. He was determined to have something 
and so took that course for redress. After foreclosing 
he was ordered by the man to move it off his premises. 
This was not a very easy job, but it showed the man’s 
pluck in striving to secure his d@t. Just so we 
should keep at it in earnest, and if we fail in some 
things it will only nerve us up to greater effort. Some 
persons fancy they shall do better to sell out and move 
West. We have but little to say here of such, for it is 
like any other mania which can be cured by no form 
of argument, but to let it run its course. We think 
the present winter a capital one for the farmers of 
Maine to take pleasure in their comfortable homes, 
and in the enjoyments surrounding the social, happy 
life of our country population; bat the season cannot 
be enjoyed unless these feelings of despondency—gen- 
erally not well grounded—are thrown out of doors. 


The Potato Speculation.” 


We would not say a word to discourage the intro- 
duction or dissemination of new varieties of fruits or 
vegetables. They have done much for the farmers 
who grow them, and in many cases everything for 
the fortunate ones who originate and introduce them. 
This is the case with grapes, apples, pears, strawber- 
ries, potatoes—indeed almost everything the farmer 
grows. We have had the Goodrich seedlings, the 
Early Sebec, Rose and other varieties of potatoes— 
each of which has been called the best, and yet we are 
threatened with another relapse of the potato fever 
the coming spring. A party recently shew us a 
single potato—which was carefully wrapped in tissue 
paper and put away ina nice box in his desk—for 
which he had refused fifty dellars! It was one of but 
very few which are to be put into the market in lim- 
ited numbers the coming spring at fifty dollars per 
pound! Another gentleman who has become some- 
what conspicuous from his connection with the ‘‘potato 
fever,’’ will place before the public in March his 
**Climax’’ potato, a seedling of the Early Goodrich, of 
which he says, *‘it is, all things considered, the most 
promising early potato with which I am acquainted,’’ 
—and this while the Rose has been before the public 
but a single season and is still sold at one dollar per 
pound! If this does not smack pretty loud of specu- 
lation we cre no judge; and while we do not say the 
introducers of these potatoes and other seeds, roots, 
vegetables, &c., are deceiving the public and filling 
their own wallets, we do think a little prudence on the 
part of purchasers will not be amiss, and that it is 
best, at any rate, to invest moderately in sach stock. 
If part of the care and attention bestowed upon new 
and much lauded varieties were given to old, and geed 
but neglected sorte—we think farmers would be quite 
as well off as they are now to pay enormous sums for 
articles that are in a few years sure to be superceded 
and overlooked,

The Blue Pearmain. 


In spite of public neglect, there are certain varieties 
of apples that force their way into general favor. Like 
some men, they have inherent merits that win their 
way to notoriety. Among these is the Blue Pearmain. 

Of the origin of this apple we know nothing; bet in 
most of the standard orchards in Maine it has stood 
for many years next to the Baldwia in importance. 
Under good cultivation the Blue Pearmain grows very 
large. We have seen them measuring thirteen inches 
in circumference. They can always be recognized by 
the dark, purplish red, but broken stripes on a light- 
er ground, and in healthy trees they have a conspicu- 
ous bloom. They present a handsome appearance on 
the tree. The flesh is of a yellowish tint, mild, sub- 
acid and good, It is in prime order for eating in 
Decemper and January, but will keep, properly gath- 
ered and housed, till late winter. 

The tree is a hardy and thrifty grower. When 
grafted into the seedling stocks, the limbs are longer 
snd more slender thar those of the Baldwin. It is, in 
fact, one of our hardiest trees. It grows to a large 
spreading top, making a handsome appearance in the 
orchard. It does not come into bearing so early as 
the Baldwin, especially when under high cultivation, 
but when it does commence to bear in earnest, is very 
prolific. A high rocky soil seems best to its 
development. We have found it thriving best in Ox- 
ford and Franklin counties. Aa extensive orchardist 
in Oxford county informs us that on the whole, he 
finds the Blue Pearmain the most profitable apple to 
raise for the market. Sach too has been our experi- 
ence. ;

A Few Seasonable Hints. 


The absence of snow throughout a large portion of 
the State, and the continuance of open weather, sug- | 
gest the performance of some necessary work that can- 
not be so well done at any other season, We will in- 
dicate briefly, several things of this kind: 

I. In many localities muck can be dug out and 
hauled now better than at any other season of the 
year. Upon many muck bogs teams cannot go with 
safety during the summer or fall, on account of their 
mirey character; but after the ground freezes, teams 
can go over them anywhere at pleasure, while we have 
as yet had no weather cold enough to interfere with 
the digging out of muck from one day to another after 
an excavation has once been made. There is also 
snow enough in many places to use a sled in trans- 
porting it, and on many accounts it is preferable to a 
cart, especially in the work of loading. 

II. Drains can now be dug to good advantage. The 
ground is frozen but a few inches in depth, (we found 
a few days since in digging to set a post that it had 
frozen but three or four inches,) and in many situa- 
tions good work can be done in digging and laying stone 
or tile drains or in sinking open ditches. It may re- 
quire some little force to start upon such a job at this 
season of the year, but. force is necessary in carrying 
on a farm successfully, and the successful farmer 
takes advantage of all times and opportunities, and 
knows no season but the best—viz: now! 

If. Preparing the year’s stock of fuel is also a 
work now in order. The deep snows interfere very 
much with getting wood, especially in going about 
and picking up that which may be down, and also in 
culling out decaying trees and those that are so crowd- 
ed as to interfere with others while growing. There 
are now in most parts of the State but few inches of 
snow, and in others none at all; and farmers ought 
certainly to improve every day of such weather as we 
are having at present—1llth Dec.—in getting their 
fire wood ready to be hauled whenever there is suffi- 
cient snow. 

IV. If you have not a good chance to water your 
farm stock the coming winter, dig a well near 
your barn-yard at once. The expense will be more 
than saved in the health and comfort of the animals 
by having a regular supply of good water at all times, 
and also more than saved in the comfort secured by 
the farmer in tending his stock of cattle during the 
winter, 

V. Batten up the crevices in your barns, stables 
and outbuildings; give cattle and horses a good litter 
of straw, leaves (if you were thoughtfal enough to 
gather them in early autumn) or sawdust; see that 
the hogs have a good warm nest, renewed as often as 
will best subserve their comfort; furnish your hens 
with warm water to drink, a change of food occasion- 
ally, giving meat and green cabbage leaves once or 
twice a week, thus securing fresh eggs all winter; and 
spend the evenings in reading, and in writing your 
thoughts and experiences for our—no your—paper, 
the Maine Farmer.

They get but little nourishment from the 
old stabble and grass they gnaw, and the better way 
is to keep them confined in the yard, however uneasy 
they may be.

Tree Protector. 
A writer in a western paper describes a new tree 
protector which seems to combine some advantages in 
guarding trees agdinst mice, rabbits, sheep, borers 





and sunscald. It consists of common laths fastened 
side by side with annealed iron wire, Several of 
these 80 fastened may be stood around a tree and 
serve a8 & complete protection, It is easily made and 
is certainly worth a trial. They can easily be taken 
down and as easily set up. We recommend trial of 
‘this to our orchandist = : 
pipe six inches in length, but not looked, to protect 
trees from mice. After it is placed round the tree it 
should be rotated a little to sink it into the ground 





and then locked. It forms a complete protestion.

For the Maine Farmer. : 
Shall our Agricultural College prove, 
a Success ?—QNo. 4. 


I presume the people are generally convinced of the 
evil of which I complain, and are inquiring for a rem- 
edy. We say, then, education is the most potent en- 
gine to batter down those systems of political or relig- 
ious — and wrong, which the ocupidity of ty- 
rants hes ever been striving to impoee on mankind; 
and an agricultural school, with proper encourage- 
ment to those who desire an education, and right in- 
struction at school, will hasten the downfall of those 
pernicious systems that tend to degrade useful labor. 

Then, while we encourage our young men by words 
to enter the college, we should by our acts and deeds, 
say to them, that ‘‘if you become qualified to fill our 
most im t offices, and engage with us as produc- 
ers, we will give you the preference over those who 
live by a system of legilized robbery, and never in 
their lives make ‘two spires of grass grow where one 
grew before.’’? This may now be shown, by the pref- 
erence we give to men who labor, for such positions as 
they can creditably fill, and thus encourage them on to 
higher attainments. One thing is clear—that to give 
real dignity and respectability to labor, our leading 
men and those holding positions of honor must labor. 
Peter, heir to the throne of Russia, saw this, and took 
his tools and entered the ship-yard, and learned the 
ship carpenter’s trade; and thus raised Russia from 
@ state of dependence and barbarism te rank with the 
foremost nations en earth in independence and civil- 
ization, and thereby gained the distinction of ‘‘Peter 
the Great.”’ 

It is manifestly in the power of the people to set our 
aspirants to office at work. Just let it once be under- 
stood that our Governors, Senators and Representa- 
tives to Congress, our highest judicial offices, as well 
as our minor State and county offices, must be filled 
by men that produce something, and the dirt would 
begin to fly at once! Our land would be spaded and 
drained, and men high in office would at once enter 
the producing classes—for a portion of the time, at 
least—and thus examples would be set that would at 
once be followed by the smaller fry, that would lead 
to most beneficial results on the health of the people 
and the productiveness of the State. 

Bat I believe nothing would so effectively tend to 
give success to our college, as to discard at once and 
forever all that is wrong in our system of jurispru- 
dence, and adopting the French system, which was 
strenuously urged by our first governor, Gov. King. 
To attempt to modify and improve the present system, 
would be like trying to get great good out of great 
evil. It is precedent, or decisions of courts, the be- 
ginning, the middle and the end; whether just or un- 
just, with or against statute law. Ihe working peo- 
ple should unite at once and proceed to establish a ju- 
dicial system, that they can understand, and that se- 
cures to themselves their constitutional rights to have 
justice for an injury done to their persons or property. 
De Toqueville rightly says, that ‘‘the American law- 
yer resembles the Hyerophants of Egypt, because they 
keep the people in ignorance of their rights, and re- 
gard themselves as the sole interpreters of laws sup- 

to be made by the people themselves.’’ There 
is no such authority even in ‘‘the books,’’ for any 
such adherance to the decisions of courts. Blackstone 
says of decisions against justice, ‘‘They are not bad 
law, but no law;"’ and that nothing against right or 
the doctrines of the Gospel should be regarded as bind- 
ing upon judges. 

{n conclusion, I wish to call the attention of the 
people to the beneficial results of placing the adminis- 
tration of government in the hands of those who pro- 
duce, and know the cost of living by honest labor. 
At present, the affairs of government are mostly in the 
hands of those who have lived by figuring about Court 
Houses, and thus having money come to them easy; 
and according to the adage ‘‘light come, light go,’’ 
so they spend their own money generally, and the 
people’s quite too lavishly for an economical adminis- 
tration of government, If all people, whatever their 
calling or circumstances, who are not obliged to labor 
for a living, should make ita rule to work two or 
three hours in a day, I have no doubt it would add 
much to their health and lives, and to the prosperity 
of the country. So important dof regard it for my- 
self, that I consider the privilege to labor above any 
wealth or position that could be conferred on me.

About Bees and Bee-Hives. 

Mxssrs. Eprtors :—I noticed im the report of pre- 
miums of the State Fair, that the committee on mis- 
cellaneous articles, did not award the premium on bést 
bee-hive, but referred it back to the Society, evidently 
considering themselves not posted up sufficiently in 
bee culture and construction of hives, to give a proper 
and just decision. They suggested, however, that the 
State Society ought to invoke the aid of intelligent, 
upprejudiced and disinterested minds to examine the 
question and report the results of their investigation, 
so that the citizens of the State may know that which 
is best to be done in this interesting department of 
industry. Under the circumstances, I would recom- 
mend as an act of jastice to the bee hive exhibitors 
and all others interested in bee culture in the State, 
that the Trustees of the Society should appoint an in- 
telligent and disinterested committee to report on the 
merits of all bee-hives which might be exhibited at 
the State House during the session of the Board of 
Agriculture, in connection with the meeting of the 
Bee-K Association, and award the ium oa 
the one that possessed the greatest number of practi- 
cal advantages, which, in their judgment, was pre- 
sented. I hope those that are interested in this mat- 
ter will express their views through the columns of 
the Farmer, and that you may be favored with many 
interesting replies to the questions contained in the 
bee circular, which was sent to many of the beekeep- 
ers of Maine, that they may be condensed into a gen- 
eral report to be read at the meeting of the Bee-Keep- 
ers Association. I hope a geveral interest will be 
manifested by those who are concerned in bee culture 
and have had. experience in the business, and that they 
will come willing to impart as wellas to gain in- 
formation in that pleasant, profitable and interesting 
department of industry.

Foot Rot tn Sheep. 


Messrs. Eprrors:—I am a great reader of the 
Farmer; and in looking over your last copy, saw an 
invitation to farmers to communicate some of their 
experience. I have had some little experi in re- 
gard to foot rot in , which I will give you. I 
have quite often heard it remarked that it was catch- 
ing, and would go from one flock to another; but 
think it is not so. My flock was taken with it this 
present fall. By careful examination, I found the 
cause to arise wholly from foul feet; and I commenced 
at once paring their feet quite snug, and followed my 
hand until I went through the whole flock of eighty. 
In the first place, the edges of their hoofs grow down, 
some of them on both sides, which leaves a crevice or 
hollow place in cach claw. This fills with the yard 
dressing to such an extent as to become as hard as 
the hoof itself. As the hoof grows, the edges turn in, 
and this foul matter is confined, which causes a fever 
in the foot. From this the feet swell, the heel turns

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 











sentatives:— 

Upon the reassembling of Con e, it again be- 
comes my duty to call your attention to the state of 
the Union, and to its continued disorganized con- 
dition under the various laws which have been passed 
upon the subject of reconstruction. It may be safely 
assumed as an axiom in the government of the 
States, that the greatest outrages inflicted upon a 
people are caused by unjust and arbitrary legislation, 
or by the decrees of despotic rulers, and that the 
timely revocation of injurious and oppressive mea- 
sures is the test good that can be conferred upon 
anation. The legislator or ruler who has the wis- 
dom and magnanimity to retrace his steps when con- 
vinced of error, will sooner or later be rewarded with 
the respect and gratitude of an intelligent and patri- 
otic people. Our own history, although embracing a 
period of less than a century, affords abundant 
proof that the most if not all our domestic troubles 
are directly traceable to violations of the organic 
law and excessive legislation. The most striking 
illustrations of this fact are furnished by the enact- 
ments of the last three years upon the question of 
reconstruction. After a fair trial they have sub- 
stantially failed and proved pernicious in their re- 
sults, and there seems no good reason why they 
should longer remain upon the statute book. The 
States to which the Constitution guarantees a repub- 
lican form of government, have been reduced to mili- 
tary dependencies, in each of which the people have 
been made subject to the arbitrary will of the com- 
manding general. Although the Constitution re- 
quires that each State shall be represented in Con- 
gress, Virginia, Mississippi and Texas are yet ex- 
cluded from the two Houses, and contrary to the 
express provisions of that instrument were denied 
participation in the recent election for a President 
and Vice-President of the United States. The attempt 
to place the white population under the domination 
of persons of color in the South has impaired, if not 
destroyed the kindly relations that had previously 
existed between them, and mutual distrust has engen- 
dered a feeling of animosity, which, leading in many 
instances to collision and bloodshed, has prevented 
that co-operation between the two races so essential 
to the success of industrial enterprises in the southern 
States. Nor have the inhabitants of those States 
alone suffered from the disturbed condition of affairs 
growing out of these congressivnal enactments. The 
entire Union has been agitated by grave apprehen- 
sion of troubles which might again involve the peace 
of the nation. Its interests have been injuriously 
affected by the derangement of business and labor, 
and the consequent want of prosperity throughout 
that portion of the country. The federal Cuonstitu- 
tion, the magna charta of American rights, under 
whose wise and salutary provisions we have success- 
fully conducted all our domestic and foreign affairs, 
sustained ourselves in peace and in war, and became 
a great nation among the powers of the earth, must 
assuredly be now adequate to the settlement of ques- 
tions growing out of the civil war waged alone for 
its vindication. This great fact is made most mani- 
fest by the condition of the country. When Congress 
assembled in the month of December, 1865, civil 
strife had ceased. The spirit of rebellion had spent 
its entire force. In the southern States the people 
had warmed into national life, and throughBut the 
whole country a healthy reaction in public sentiment 
had taken place. 

By the application of the simple, yet effective pro- 
visions of the Constitution, the executive department, 
with the voluntary aid of the States, had brought the 
work of restoration as near completion as was within 
the scope of its authority, and the nation was en- 
couraged by the prospect of an early and satisfactory 
adjustinent of all its difficulties. Congress, however, 
intervened, and refusing to perfect the work so near- 
ly consummated, deciined to admit members from 
unrepresented States, and adopted a series of mea- 
sures which arrested the progress of restoration, 
frustrated all that had been successfully accomplished, 
and after three years of agitation aud strife, has left 
the country farther from the attainment of union and 
fraternal feeling than at the inception of the con- 
gressional plan of reconstruction. 

It needs no argument to show that legislation 
which has produced so baneful consequences should 
be abrogated or else made to conform to the genuine 
principles of republican government. 

By the influence of party passion and sectional 
prejudices, other acts have been passed not warranted 
by the Constitution. Congress has already been 
made familiar with my views respecting ‘‘the tenure 
of office bill.’’ 

Experience has proved that its repeal is demanded 
for the best interests of the country, and that while 
itremains in furce the President cannot enjuin the 
rigid accountability in public officers so essential to 
an honest and efficient execution of the laws, Its 
revocation would enable the executive department to 
exercise the power of appointment and removal in 
accordance with the original design of the federal 
Constitution. 

The act of March 2, 1857, making appropriations 
for the army for the year ending June 30, 1868, and 
fur other purposes, cuntains provisions which inter- 
fere with the President’s constitutional functions as 
commander-in-chief of the army, and deny to States 
of the Union the right to protect themselves by means 
of their own militia. The prohibitions should be at 
once annulled, for while the first might, in times of 
great emergency, seriously embarrass the Executive 
in efforts to employ and direct the common ctrength 
of the nation for its protection and preservation, the 
other is contrary to the express declaration of the 
Constitution, that a well-regualated militia being nec- 
essary to the security of a free State, the right of a 
people to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

It is believed that the repeal of all such laws would 
be accepted. by the American people as at least a par- 
tial attempt to return to the fundamental principles 
of government, and an indication that hereafter the 
Constitution is to be made the nation’s safe and un- 
erring guide. They can be productive of no perma- 
nent efit to the couutry, and should not be per- 
mitted to stand as so many monuments of the defi- 
cient wisdom which has characterized our recent leg- 
islation. 

The condition of our finances demands the early 
and earnest consideration of Congress. Compared 
with the growth of our population the public expen- 
ditures have reached an amount unprecedented in 
our history. 

The population of the United States in 1770 was 
nearly four millions of people. Increasing each de- 
cade about 33 per cent., reached in 1860 thirty-one 
millions, an increase of seven hundred per cent. on 
the popniation in 1790. In 1869, it is estimated that 
it will reach thirty-eight millions, or an increase of 
eight hundred and sixty-eight per cent. in seventy- 
nine years. 

The annual éxpenditures of the federal government 
in 1791 were four millions two hundred thousand 
dollars; in 1820 eighteen millions two hundred thous- 
and dollars; in 1850 forty-one millions; in 1860 sixty- 
three millions; in 1865 nearly thirteen hundred mil- 
lions; in 1869 it is estimated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in his last annual report, that they will be 
three hucdred and seventy-two millions. 

By comparing thé public disbursements of 1869, as 

estimated, with those of 1791, it will be seen that the 
increase of expenditure since the beginning of the 
government has been eight thousand six hundred and 
eighteen per centum, while the increase of the popu- 
lation for the same period was only eight hundred 
and sixty-eight per centum. Again, the expense of 
the government in 1860, the year of peace immedi- 
ately preceding the war, were only sixty-three mil- 
lions, while in 1869, the year of paw three years 
after the war, it is estimated that they will be three 
hundred and seventy-two millions, an increase of 
four hundred and eighty-nine*per centum, while the 
increase of population was only tweyty-one per 
centum for the same period. 
These statistics farther show that in 1791 the an- 
nual national expense, compared with the population, 
were little more than one dollar per capita, and in 
1869 but two dollars per capita, while in 1869 they 
will reach the extraordinary sum of nine dollars and 
seventy-eight cents per capita. It will be observed 
that all these statements refer to and exhibit the dis- 
bursements of peace periods. 

It may, therefore, be of interest to compare the ex- 
penditures of the three war periods—the war with 
Great Britain, the Mexican war and the war of the 
rebellion. In 1814 the annual expenses incident to 
the war of 1812 reached their highest amount, about 
thirty-one millions, while our population slightly ex- 
ceeded eight millions, showing an ex ture of 
only three dollars and eighty cents per capita. In 
1847 the expenditures growing out of the war with 
Mexico reached fifty-five millions and the ponsistion 
about twenty-one millions, giving only two dollars 


and sixty cents capita for the war expenses of that 
year.

The lessons of the past 
admonish the lender that it is not well to be over 
anxious in exacting from borrowers a rigid com- 
pliance with the letter of the bond. . 

If provision be made for the payment of the in- 
debtedness of the government in the manner sug- 
gested, our nation will rapidly recover its wonted 
prosperity. Its interests require that some measure 
should be taken to release the large amount of cap- 
ital invested in securities of the government, It was 
nearly unproductive, but in taxation annually con- 
sumes $150,000,000 which would otherwise be used 
by our enterprising people in adding to the wealth of 
the nation. 

Our commerce, which at one time successfully ri- 
valled that of the great maritime powers, has rapidly 
f| diminished, and our industrial interests are in a de- 
pressed and languishing condition. The development 
of our inexhaustible resources is checked, and the 
fertile fields of the South are becoming waste for 
want of means to till them. With the release of cap- 
ital new life would be infused into the paralyzed ener- 
gies of our people, and activity aud vigor imparted 
to every branch of industry. 

Our people need encouragement in their efforts to 
recover from the effects of the rebellion and injudi- 
t | eious legislation, and it should be the aim of the gov- 
ernment to stimulate them by the prospect of an early 
release from the burdens which impede their prosper- 
f\ity. If we cannot take the burdens from their shoul- 
ders, we should at least manifest a willingness to help 
them bear them. 

In referring to the condition of the circulating me- 
dium, I shall merely reiterate substantially that por- 
tion of my last annual message which relates to that 
subject. The proportion which the currency of any 
country should bear to the whole value of the annual 
produce circulated by its means is a question upon 
which political economists have not agreed. Nor 
can it be controlled by legislation, but must be left to 
-| the irrevocable laws which everywhere regulate com- 
merce and trade. The circulating medium will ever 
8| irresistibly flow to those points where it is in great 
-|demand. The law of demand and supply is as uner- 
ring as that which regulates the tides of the ocean, 
and, indeed, currency, like the tides, has its ebbs and 
€ | flows throughout the commercial world. At the be- 
ginning of the rebellion, the bank-note circulation of 
the country amounted to not much more than two 
+| hundred millions of dollars; now the circulation of 
national bank notes and those known as legal tenders, 
is nearly seven hundred millions. While it is urged 
by some that this amount should be increased, others 
contend that a decided reduction is absolutely essen- 
tial to the hest interests of the country. 


In view of these diverse opinions, it may be well to 
ascertain the real value of our paper issues when 
compared with a metallic or convertible currency. 
For this purpose let us inquire how much gold and 
silver could be purchased by the $700,000,000 of 
paper money now in circulation; probably not more 
than half the amount of the latter, showing that 
when our paper currency is compared with gold and 
silver, its commercial value is compressed inte three 
hundred and fiity millions. This striking fact makes 
it the obvious duty of the government, as early as it 
may be consistent with the principles of sound polit- 
ical economy, to take such measures as will enable 
the holders of its notes and those of the national 
banks to convert them without loss into specie or its 
equivalent. 

A reduction of our paper circulating medium need 
not necessarily follow. This, however, would de- 
pend upon the law of demand and supply, though it 
should be borne in mind that by making legal tender 
and bank notes convertible into coin or its equivalent, 
their present value in the hands of their holders 
would be enhanced one hundred per cent. Legisla- 
tion for. the accomplishment of a result so desirable 
is demanded by the highest public considerations. 
The Constitution contemplates that the circulating 
t| medium of the country shall be uniform in qualfty 
and value. 

At the time of the formation of that instrument the 
country had just emerged from tle war of the revola- 
tion and was suffering from the effects of a redundant 
and worthless paper currency. The sages of that 
-| period were anxious to protect their prosperity from 
the evils which they themselves had experienced. 
Hence in providing a circulating medium they con- 
ferred upon Congress the power tocoin money and 
regulate the value thereof, at the same time prohibit- 
ing States from making anything but gold and silver 
a tender in payment of debts. The anomalous condi- 
-| tion of our currency is in striking contrast with that 
which was originally designed. Our circulation now 
embraces—first, notes of national banks, which are 
made receivable for all dues to the government, ex- 
clading imports, and by all creditors, excepting in 
8| payment of interest upon its bonds and securities 
themselves; second, legal tender notes issued by the 
United States, and which the law requires shall be 
received as well in payment of all debts between 
t | citizens as of all government dues, excepting imports; 
rj|and third, gold and silver coin. 

By the operation of the present system of finance, 
however, the metallic currency, when collected is 
reserved only for one class of government creditors, 
who, holding its bonds, semi-annually receive their in- 
terest in coin from the national treasury. There is no 
reason which will be accepted as satisfactory why 
those who defend us on the land and protect us on 
the sea, the pensioner upon the gratitude of the 
nation, bearing the scars and wounds received while 
in its service, the public servants in the various de- 
partments of the government, the farmer who sup- 
plies the soldiers of the army and sailors of the navy, 
t| theartisan who toils in the nation’s workshops, or 
-| the mechanics and laborers who build its edifices and 
construct its forts and vessels of war, should, in pay- 
ment of their just and hard-earned dues, receive 
depreciated paper, while another class of countrymen, 
no more deserving, are paid in coin of gold and sil- 
-| ver. Equal and exact justice requires that the credi- 
tors of the government should be paidin a currency 
possessing 8 uniform value. . 

This can only be accomplished by the restoratio 
of the currency to the standard established by the 
Constitution, and by this means we would remove a 
discrimination which may, if it bas not already 
done so, create a prejudice that may become deep- 
rooted and wide-spread, apd injure the national 
credit. The feasibility of making our currency corre- 
spond with the constitutional standard may be seen by 
reference to a few facts derived from our commer- 
cial statistics. The aggregate product of precious 
metals in the United States from 1849 to 1867 amount- 
ed to $1,174,000,000, while from the same period the 
net exports of specie were $741 ,000 000. 

This shows as excess of product over net exports 
of $433,000,000, There are in the treasury $103,- 
407,985 in coin; in circulation in the States on the 
Pacific coast about $40,000,000, and a few millions 
in the national and other banks—in all less than 
$160,000,000. Taking into consideration the specie 
in the country prior to 1849 and that produced since 
1867, we have more than $300,000,000 not accounted 
for hy engestion or by the returns of the treasury, 
and therefore most probably remaining in the coun- 
try. These are important facts, and show bow com- 

letely the inferior currency will supersede the better, 

‘orcing it from circulation among the masses, and 
causing it to be exported as a mere article of trade 
andto add to the money capital of foreign lands. 
They show the necessity of retiring our paper money, 
that the return of gold and silver to the avenues of 
trade may be invited and a demand created that will 
cause the retention at home of at least as much of the 
promemrns of our rich and ivexhaustible gold-bear- 
ng fields as may be sufficient for purposes of circula- 
tion. It is unreasonable to expect a return to a 
sound currency so long as the government and-banks, 
by continuing to issue redeemable notes, fill the 
channels of circulation with depreciated paper. 
>| Notwithstanding the coinage by our mints since 
1849 of $874,000,000, the people are now strangers 
to the currency which was designed for their use and 
benefit, and specimens ofthe precious metals bearing 
the national device are seldom seen e when pro- 
duced to gratify the interest excited by their novelty.

A disordered ca is one of the greatest politi- 
cal evils. It undermines the virtues necessary for the 
support of the social system and encourages propensi- 
: ties destructive of its happiness; it wars against in- 
dustry, frugality and economy, and it fosters the evil 
spirit of extravagance and speculation. It has been 
asserted by one of our profound and most gifted states- 
men that ‘‘of all the contrivances for cheating the la- 
boring classes of mankind, none has been more effect- 
ual than that which deluges them with money.’’ 

This is the most effectual of invent to fertilize 
the rich man’s field by the sweat of the poor man’s 
brow. Ordinary tyranny, oppression, excessive tax- 
ation, these bear lightly on the hap of the mass 
of the community, com with « fraudulent cur- 
rency and the robberies committed by depreciated pa- 
per. Our own history bas recorded for our instruc- 
tion enough and more of the demoralizing tendency, 
the injustice and the intolerable oppression on the vir- 
tuous and the well-disposed, of a degraded paper cur- 
rency authorized by law or in any way couatenanced 
by government. 

It is one of the most successful devices in times of 

ce or war, of expansion or revolations, to accom- 
plish the transfer of all the precious metals from the 
great mass of the ple into the hands of a few, 
where they are bensted in secret places or deposited 
under bolts and bare, while the le are left to en- 
dure all the inconvenience, sacrifice and demoraliza-

The Secretary of the Interior in his report gives 
valuable information in reference to the interests con- 
fided to the supervision of his department, and re- 
views the operations of the Land ce, Pension Of- 
fice and the Indian Bureau. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1868, 
6,655,923 acres of public land were di of. The 
entire cash receipts of the General Land Office for the 
same period was $1,632,745, being greater by $284,- 
888 than the amount realized from the same source 
during the previous year. The entries under the 
homestead law cover 2,328,923 acres, nearly one- 
fourth of which was taken under the act of June 21, 
1866, which applies only to. the States of Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas and Florida. 

On the 30th of June, 1868, 169,643 names were 
borne on the pension rolls, and during the year evd- 
ing on that day, the total amount paid for pensions, 
including the expenses cf disbursement, was $21,- 
010,982, being $5,391,025 greater than that expend~- 
ed for like purposes during the ing year. 

During the year ending the 30th of September last , 
the expenses of the Pateut office exceeded the reoeipts 
by $171, and inclading re-issues and designs, 14,153 
patents were issued. - 

Treaties with various Indien tribes have been con- 
cluded and will be submitted to the Senate for consti- 
tutional action. I cordially sanction the stipulations 
which provide for reserving land for the various tribes 
where they may be encouraged to abandon their 
nomadic habits and engage in agricultural and indus- 
trial pursuits. This policy, inaugurated many years 
since, has met with signal success whenever it has 
been pursued in good faith and with becoming liber- 
ality by the United States. The necessity for extend- 
ing it as far as practicable in our relations with the 
aboriginal population is greater now than at any pre- 
ceding period. Whilst we furnish subsistence and in- 
struction to the Indians, and guarantee the undisturb- 
ed enjoyment of their treaty mghts, we should habitu- 
ally insist upon the faithful observance of their agree- 
ment to remain with their respective reservations. 
This is the only mode by which collisions with other 
tribes and with whites can be avoided and the safety 
of our frontier settlements 

The companies constructing the railway from Omaba 
to Sacramento, have been most energetically employed 
in prosecuting the work, and it is believed that the 
line will be completed before tre expiration ef the 
next fiscal year. The six per cent. bonds issued to 
theee companies amounted on the Sth instant, to $44,- 
887,000, and additional work had been performed to 
the extent of $3,200,000. 

The Secretary of the Interior in August last, invit- 
ed my attention to the report of a government direc- 
tor of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, who had 
been specially instructed to examine the location, con- 
struction and equipment of their road. I submitted 
for the opinion of the Attorney General certain ques- 
tions in regard to the authority of the executive which 
arose upon this report, and those which had from time 
to time been presented by the commissioners appotnt- 
ed to inspect each successive section of the work. 
After carefully considering the law of the case, he af- 
firmed the right of the executive to order, if neces- 
sary, a thorough revision of the road. Commission- 
ers were thereupon appointed to examine this and 
other lines, and have recently submitted a statement 
of their investigations, of which the report of the 
Secretary of the Interior farnishes specific information. 

The report of the Secretary of War contains inform- 
ation respecting the several bureaus of the War De- 
partment and the operations of the army, The strength 
of our military force on the 80th of Beptember, was 
48,000 men, and it is computed that by the Ist of 
January next, this number will be decreased to 48,000. 

It is the opinion of the Secretary of War that with- 
in the next year a considerable diminution of the in- 
fantry force may be made without detriment to the 
interests of the country, and, in view of the great ex- 
pense attending the military peace establishment and 
the absolute necessity of retrenchment whenever it 
can be applied, it is hoped that Congress will sanction 
the redaction which his ‘report recommends, While 
in 1860, 16,300 men cost the nation $16,482,000, the 
sum of $65,682,000 is estimated as necessary for the 
support of the army during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1870. 

The estimates of the War Department for the last 
two fiscal years were, for 1867, $33,814,461, and for 
1868, $26 205,669. The annual expenditares d 
the same periods were ively $86,224,415 an 
$123,246,648. The estimate submitted in December 
last for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1869, was 
$77,124,707.

In the meantime an 
excited contro had begun between the President 
of Paraguay the late United States Minister, 
which it is understood grew out of his progeeding in 
giving an asylum in the United States Legation to al- 
leged enemies of that Republic. — ; 

The question of the right so give asylum is one al- 
ways difficult and often productive of great embarrass- 
ment. In States well organized and established, 
foreign powers refuse either to coucede or exercise 
that right, except as to persons actually belonging to 
the diplomatic serv'se. Oa the other hand ail such 
powers insist upon exercising the right of asylum in 
States where the law of — is not fully acknowl- 
ed ted and obeyed. 

Tn ‘President of Paraguay is understood to have 
opposed to Mr. Washburn’s proceedings the injurious 
and very improbable charge of personal complicity in 
the insurrection and treason. The correspondence, 
however, has not yet reached the United States. Mr. 
Washburn, in connection with this controversy, repre- 
sents that two United States citizens, attached to the 
legation, were arbitrarily seized at his side when leav- 
ing the capital of Paraguay, and committed to prison 
and there subjected to torture, for the purpose of pro- 
curing confessions of their own criminality, and testi- 
mony to support the President’s allegations against 
the United States’ Minister. Mr. McMahon, the new- 
ly-appointed Minister to Paraguay, having reached 
the La Plata, has been instructed without delay to go 
to Asuncion, there to investigate the whole subject. 
The Rear Admiral commanding the U. S. South Atlan- 
tic equadron has been directed to atten] the new Min- 
ister with a proper naval force, to sustain such just 
demands as the occasion may require, and to vindicate 
the rights of the United States’ citizens referred to 
and of any others who may be exposed to danger at 
the theatre of war. With these exceptions, friendly 
relations have been entertained between the United 
States and Brazil and Paraguay. ’ ty 

Qur relations during the past year with Bolivia, 
Feuador, Peru and Chili, have become especially 
friendly and cordial. Spain and the republics of Bo- 
livia and Ecuador have expressed their willingness to 
accept the mediation of the United Stat: s for terminat- 
ing the war upon the South Pacific coast. ; 

Chili has not finally decided upon the question. Io 
the meantime the conflict has practically exhausted 
itself, since no belligerent or hostile movement has 
been made by either party during the last two years, 
and there a.e no indications of a present purpose to 
resume hostilities on either side. Great Britain and 
France have cordially ded our proposition of me- 
diation, and I do not forego the hope that it may soon 
be accepted by all the belligerents, and lead to a se- 
cure establishment of peace and friendly relations be- 
tween the Spanish-American republics of the Pacific 
and Spain,—a result which would be attended with 
common benefit to the belligerents and much advan- 
tage to all commercial nations. I communicate for 
the consideration of Congress a correspondence which 
shows that the Bolivian republic has established the 
extremely liberal principle of receiving into its citizen- 
ship any citizen of the United States or of any of the 
American republics, upon the simple condition of vol- 
unta istry. 

The on =. dence herewith submitted will be 
found painfully replete with accounts of ruin and 
wretchedness produced by recent earthquakes of un- 
paralleled severity in the republics of Peru, Eouador 
and Bolivia. The diplomatic agents and naval officers 
of the United States who were present in those coun- 
tries at the time of those disasters, furnished all the 
relief in their power to the sufferers, and were prompt- 
ly rewarded with grateful and touching acknowledge- 
ments by Congress, 0 

An appeal to. the charity of our fellow-citizens was 
then answered by much liberality. In this connection 
I submit an appeal, which has been made by the 
Swiss republic, whose government and institutions are 
kindred te our own, in behalf of ‘its inhabitants, who 
are suffering extreme destitution produced by recent 
devastating inundations. 

Our relations with Mexico during the year have 
been marked by increasing growth of confidence. The 
Mexican government has.not yet acted upon the three 
treaties ratified here last summer for establishing the 
rights of naturalized citizens upon a liberal and just 
basis, for regulating powers and for the adjustment of 
mutual claims. , 

All commercial nations as well as friends of repub- 
lican institutions have occasion to regret the frequent 
local disturbances which occur in some of the consti- 
tuted States of Columbia. Nothing has occurred, 
however, to affect the harmony and cordial friendship 
which have for several,years existed between that 
youthful and vigorous republic and our own. 

Negotiations are pending with a view to the survey 
and the construction of a ship canal across the Isth- 
mus, under the of the United States, I hope 
to be able to submit the results of the negotiation to 
the Senate during its present session. 

The very liberal treaty which was entered into last 
year by the United States and Nicaragua has been rat- 
ified by the latter republic. Costa Riea, with the 
earnestness of a sincerely. friendly neighbor, solicits a 
reciprocity of trade, which | commend to Congress. 
The convention created by treaty between the United 
States and Venezuela in July, 1865, for the mutual 
adjustment of elaims, has been held and its decisions 
have been received at the Department of State, 

The heretofore recognized government of the United

I am aware that upon the question of further ex- 
tending our possessions, it is apprehended by some 
that our political system cannot successfully be applied 
to an area more extended than our continent; Lut the 
conviction is rapidly gaining ground in the Amer‘ean 
mind that, with the increased facilities for intercom- 
munication between all portions of the earth, the prin- 
ciples of free government, as embraced in our Consti- 
tution, if faithfally and carried out, would 
prove of sufficient strength and breadth to comprehend 
within their scope and influence the civilized nations 
of the world. : 

The attention of the Senate and of Congress is again 
respectfully invited to the treaty for the establishment 
of commercial reciprocity with the Hawaiian King- 
dom, entered into year and already ratified by 
that government. The attitude of the United States 
toward these islands is not very different from that in 
which they stand towards the West Indies. It is 
known and felt hy the Hawaiian government and peo- 
ple that their government and institutions are feeble 
and precarious, that the United States being so near a 
neighbor would be unwilling to see the 8 pass 
under foreign control. Their prosperity is continual- 
ly. disturbed by expectations and alarms of unfriendly 
political proceedings as well from the United States as 
from other foreign’ powers. A reciprocity treaty, 
while it could not miaterially diminish the revenue of 
the United States, would be a guaranty of the good 
will and forbearance of all nations, until the people of 
the island shall of themselves, at no — day, vol- 
untaril ly for admission. to the Union. 

The ——. of Russia has acceded to the treaty ne- 
gotiated here in January last for the security of trade 
marks in the interest of manufactures aad commerce. 
I have invited his attention to the importance of estab- 
lishing now, while it seems easy and practicable, fair 
and equal regulations of the vast fisheries belonging 
to the two nations in the waters of the North Pacific 
Ocean. 

The two treaties between the United States and Ita- 
ly, for the regulation of consular powers and the ex- 
tradition of criminals, negotiated and ratified here 
during the last session of Con , have been adopted 
and, confirmed by the Italian government. A liberal 
consular gonvention, which has been negotiated with 
Belgium, will be submitted to the Senate. 

The very important treaties which were negotiated 
between the United States and North Germany and 
Bavaria for the regulation of the rights of naturalized 
citizens, have been duly ratified and exchanged, and 
similar treaties have been entered into with this king- 
dom and Belgium and Wurtembérg, and with the 
Grand Duchies of Baden and Hisse Darmstadt. I 
hope soon to be able to submit equally , satisfactory 
conventions of the same character now in the course of 
negotiation with the respective governments of Spain, 
Italy and the Ottoman Empire. 

Examination of claims against the United States by 
the Hudson Bay Company and the Puget Sound Ag- 
ricultural Company, on account of certain possessory 
rights in the State of Oregon, and the treaty of Wash- 
ington alleged by these companies in virtue of the pro- 
visions’of the treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain of June 15th, 1846, has been diligently 
prosecuted under the direction of the joint intern- 
tional commission to which they were submitted for 
adjudication by treaty between the two governments 
of July 1, 1863, and will, it.is expected, be concluded 
at an early day. No practical regulation concerning 
the colonial trade and the fisheries can be accomplish- 
ed by treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain until Congress shall have ex their judg- 
ment concerning the principles involved. 

Three other questions, however, between the United 
States and Great Britain remain open for adjustment. 
These are the mutual rights of naturalized citizens, 
the boundary question, involving the title to fhe island 
of San Juan on the Pacific coast, and the mutual 
claims arising since the year 1853 of the citizens and 
subjects of the two countries for injaries and depreda- 
tions committed under the authority of their respec- 
tive governments. Negotiations upon these subjects 
are pending, and [ am not without hope of being able 
to lay before the Senate for its consideration during 
the present session, protocols calculated to bring to an 
end these justly exciting and long existing controver- 
sies. 

We are not advised of the action of the Chinese gov- 
ernment upon the liberal and auspicious treary which 
was recently negotiated with its plenipotentiaries at 
this capital. 

Japan remains a theatre of civil war, marked by 
the religious incidents and political severities peculiar 
to that long isolated empire. The Executive has hith- 
erto maintained strict neutrality among the belliger- 
ents, and acknowledges with pleasure that it has been 
frankly and fully sustained in that ccourse by the en- 
lightened concurrence and co-operation of the other 
treaty powers, namely, Great Britain, France, the 
Netherlands, North Germany, and Italy. 

Spain having recently undergone a revolution 
marked by extraordinary unanimity and preservation 
of order, the provisional government established at 
Madrid has been recognized, and friendly intercourse, 
which has so long existed between the two couatries, 
remaius unchanged. 

I renew the recommendation contained in my com- 
munication to Congress, dated the 18th of July last, 
a copy of which accompanies this message, that the 
judgment of the people should be taken on the 
priety of so amending the Federal Constitution that 
it shall provide :— 

First, For an election of President and Vice Presi- 
dent by a direct vote of the people, instead of through 
the agency of electors, and making them ineligible for 
re-election for a second term. ~~ 

Second, For a distinct ge ge of the person who 
shall discharge the duties of President, in the event 
of. a vacancy in the office by the death, resignation or 
removal of both the President and Vice President, 

Third, For the election of senators of the United 
States directly by the people of the several States, in- 
stead of by the Legislatures, and 

Fourth, For the limitation to. period of years of 
the terms of Federal judges, 

Profoundly impressed with the propriety of maki 
these’ im int modification ‘in the Constitution, 

ly submit them forthe early and mature 
consideration of Congress. We should, as far as pos- 
sible, remove all pretext for violations of the organic 
law, by remedying such imperfections as time and ex- 
perience may develop, ever remembering ‘‘the Con- 
stitution, which at every time exists, until changed 
by an explicit and authentic act of the whole people, 
as sacredly obligatory upon all.’’ 

In the performance of a duty imposed ypon me by 
the Constitution, | have thus communicated to'Con- 
gress information of the state of the Union and re- 
commended for their consideration such measures as 
have seemed to me necessary and expedient. If car- 
ried into effect they will hasten the accomplishment of 
great and beneficent purposes, for which the Consti- 
tution was ordained and which it comprehensive] 
states were ‘‘to furm a more perfect. Union, establi 
justice, insure ic tranquility, provide for the 
common defence, promote the general welfare and se- 
cure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our pos- 
terity,’’ 

In Congress are vested all legislative powers, and 
upon them devolves the responsibility, as well for 
framing uawise and excessive, as. for neglecting to 
devise and adopt measures absolutely demanded by 
the wants of the country. Let us earnestly hope that 
before expiration of our respective terms of service, 
now rapidiy drawing to a close, an All-wise Provi-

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Where shalt we Go? 

We have within a few months seen some portions of 
the weat, and some of our own eastern territory and 
know something of the situation of the middie and 
western parts of our own State. There seems to be & 
restless condition in the minds of many as to the ques- 
tion where they shall go, Many even in comfortable 
circumstances are agitating this question. Many too, 
who are advanced in life and who have all the associ- 
ations of their past lives around them, with a com- 
hfortable home, are uneasy, and wantto move. It 
seems strange that it should be so, but Yankee rest- 
leasness, more than a weasel’s, will never be satisfied. 

A comparatively young man, in good health and 
willing to labor, but who is located on a poor and 
hard piece of land will improve his condition, if he 
will sell out and seek the new lands of the east or the 
west, The man who is past the middle period of life, 
and can live where he is, should remain contented. 

In comparing the great west with the Aroostook 
there are several consideratjons to be taken into the 
account, Ifa man goes to the Aroostook he will find 
ari abandance of the best of State land only for the 
asking. He is only required to make his own roads to 
pay for it. Lots'in abundance containing 160 acres, 
every acre of which will produce more thn our best 
intervals for years to come without manure, can be 
had in this way, and within a surprisingly short dis- 
tance of mills and a market, He has an abundance of 
wood and timber. He will not be obliged to go forty 
miles for wood as in the west, and live in a very small 
house, and have no barn, because timber is so scarce. 
He will have a splendid climate. No thriftier claes 
of people can be seen on this continent than in Aroos- 
took. He will soon have access to the outside world 
by railroads, when everything will change around 
him asif by magic. The advantages of schools and of 
good society will be felt fur sooner than he can enjoy 
them on the western prairies. _ The feeling of being 
in his own native S.ate will make him more contented. 
We have heard-it said by one who had lived in the 
west, that nearly everyone who goes there, expects to 
come to the east and spend the rest of his days after 
he has acquired a competency. The home feeling does 
not exist there, Not so in Aroostook. They visit 
their old home in the western part of the State and 
return happier than ever. No inducement could be 
held. out to a man to move back again. We have 
tested the Aroostookers on this point and we did not 
find a man, and but one woman, who would make the 
change. 

Many persons look upon the climate as too severe in 
the Aroostook. This isa mistake. They are not ex- 
posed to the cutting winds of the prairies. The au- 
tumnal months are fine and the snow comes on the 
last of November and covers the ground before it is 
frozen. Sleighing is excellent all winter. All the 
usual crops raised in New England, can be raised 
here. We saw handsome corn raised in Lyndon, the 
most northern incorporated town in Maine. This is 
usually the first question @ man who contemplates 
moving raises. Can they raise corn there? They 
oan raise corn there, but itis not their most. impor- 
tant crop, because they can raise a bushel of wheat 
more easily than of corn, and several bushels of buck- 
wheat to one of corn, for all fattening purposes. It 
may surprise some farmers when we tell them that it 
will cost them no more to clear up ten acres out of the 
forest for a crop of wheat where he may realize from 
twenty to thirty or more bushels of wheat to the acre, 
than it does for a man in the western portions of the 
State to break up ten acres and harrow it ready for a 
crop of potatoes. A ten-acre lot oan be made ready 
for a crop quite as easily as one on the prairies, and 
it can be fenced with a cedar fence that will last a life 
time, as cheaply as the cheapest fence can be made on 
the prairies. 

The onty serious drawbacks to our mind in the 
Aroostook isthe waut of granite for underpinning, 
and orchards. On most farmathere are scattered over 
them fiat stone enough to construct their cellar walls. 
These answer an excellent purpose, and can make a 
tolerable substitute for underpinning. As the county 
becomes more cleared, rocks will be found to meet the 
wanta of the people. Orchards will be a matter of 
slow growth. The crab apple grows in the greatest 
luxuriance, and some of the hardier varieties of ap- 
ples are beginning to be raised, Experience will meet 
the wants of the people, thoagh it may never furnish 
fruit for exportation. 

There is one point of which we were ignorant re- 
specting the Aroostook, and that is the fact that loos] 
agents are appointed in every town who will give all 
necessary information simply by writing to them, 
such as the title tothe land, value, location, and 
everything pertaining to the subject necessary to be 
learned. Among those to whom we would refer is 
Cyrus Small, Esq., of Caribou, (Lyndon. ) 

We have been repeatedly asked our opinion to 
which place we would go, if we were to move from 
our present location. Circumstances will modify the 
actions of all men, but if we were a young man with 
little or no eapital, and wished to live long en the 
earth and raise up a healthy family, we should by all 
means go to the Aroostook. The truth is, the people 
of Maine do not know that they could bury up the 
State of Massachusetts in the rich dirt of Aroostook 
county. There are poor and shiftless people. there 
now, and will be anywhere, but in no place in 
New England is there a chance for a young man to 
cluster around him the comforts of life go easily as in 
Aroostook, aud no place where the farmers are in- 
creasing so rapidly in property as there. We have no 
special prejadices against the west, but we do know 
that the Aroostookers who have been there fifteen 
years can seta better table with less trouble fora 
chanee visitor than cap be found elsewhere in Maine. 
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Tae January Macazines are already issued, fresh 
ag the new year they herald, and keen as the crisp 
atmosphere of a winter morning. But we have not 
room this week to mention them all, much less to par- 
‘ticularize their contents. They may all be found at 
the counter of J. Frank Pierce, book and periodical 
dealer, who also presents an attractive display of hol- 
iday goods.

The citizens of the place will not regret that 
it no loncer remains as a reminder of the terrible 
tragedy which took from their midst an estit-able cit- 
izen. 

On Friday afternoon a drunken sailor, name and 
whereabouts unknown, was killed by being run over 
by an engine on the P. 8. & P. Railroad.

little boys, which breaking he fell into the water about 
ten feet deep and was drowned. He was in the water 
about half an hour before his body was recovered, 
Superintendent Rice of the Maine State Prison, 
says that nineteen-twentieths of all the convicts sen- 
tenced to that institution are brought there directly 
or indirectly by intoxicating liquors. 

The Farmington Chronicle says the most gratifying 
reports are received from the Gilman Silver Mine in 
Industry.

in notes, and so on at a decrease of one dollar per 
month antil is reached.

Tere he 
met a force armed with pistols which were directed at 
him. He exclaimed, ‘Gentlemen, don’t shoot me, I

The keys were then de- 
manded of him, but he positively refased to surrender 
them, . 

About a dozen of the band then entered Fullerton’s 
room, where his wife lay in bed, and demanded the 
jail Keys of her, but she refused to surrender them.

Maprip, Dec. 10. The proposals of capitulation, 
made by the Insurgents in Cadiz, were rejected. At 
the expiration of the armistice hostilities recommenced 
and a desperate conflict took place, in which artillery 
was used by the troops and insurgents. The loss in 
killed and wounded was heavy on both sides. The re- 
sult of the battle was indecisive. The Insurgents still 
occupy the Hotel de Ville and the surrounding dis- 
trict. The rebels have detained within the Hotel de 
Ville all the foreign Consuls they could seize, aad 
hope that by this means they will be able to prevent 
the threatened bombardment of that portion of the | 
city by the vessels of war lying in the harbor. Great 
political excitement prevails in Xeres, Malaga and 
Tarragona. Gen. Prim is now on his way to the 
southern provinces, and it is hoped that his presence 
there will restore tranquility. 

Paris, Dec. 11. The Gaulois asserts that the in- 
surrectionary movement at Cadiz‘is instigated by the 
agent of Queen Isabella. 

Lonpon, Dec. 11, ‘The telegraphic synopsis of the 
President’s annual message and announcement of the 
manner of its reception by the United States Senate, 
have elicited the following comments from London 
journals: 

The Daily News (radical) says President Johneon’s 
persistent opposition to the will of the nation is the 
cause of the partial failure of the message. The writer 
goes on to show that there is vo hope for a restoration 
of peace and unity in America until the accession of 
Gen. Grant to the Presidency. 

The Morning Herald (conservative) says the mes- 
sage of President Johnson commends itself to every- 
body interested in American affairs, as the warning 
protest and testament of a statesman politically dying. 

Lonpon, Dec. 11. No news has yet been received 
of the bombardment of Cadiz, talegraphic communica- 
tion being interrupted, 


Despatches from Madrid dated December 10th say a 
large number of workmen employed by the municipality 
on the public works yesterday armed themselves with 
carbines and with bayonets fastened to sticks and as- 
sumed a threatening attitude, which they still main- 
tain. The national militia were ordered to proceed 
against them, and several battalions are preparing to 
march to the attack. Great efforts are being made to 
raise a revolt here, and the citizens are much alarm- 
ed. 

Lonpon, Dec. 13. Despatches from Madrid show 
that affairs in Spain are rapidly approaching a crisis. 
Admiral Tofete has been dispatched to Cadiz to nego- 
tiate with the insurgents; but according to the latest 
reports has met with no success. An interview was 
held there between the leading rebels and the Repub- 
licans of the Provisional Ministry; at which Admiral 
Tofete was present. The rebels demanded a share in 
the Government, which was refused by Tefete, who 
told them that having so long submitted to a worse 
government, they must momentarily obey the present 
one, 

Lonvon, Deo. 13. Hopes are entertained in Paris 
that a collision between Turkey and Greece may be 
avoided. The Turkish government, however, is making 
every preparation for hostility, and Turkish troops are 
being concentrated on the frontiers of Thessaly. 

Despatches from Athens assert that the Greek Gov- 
ernment will yield nothing. 

Maprip, Dec. 18 Gen. Roda has transmitted a 
communication from Montpensier, stating that on be- 
ing apprised of the events at Cadiz, he had left Lis- 
bon to offer his services ,to the Provisional Govern- 
ment. 

The Provisional authorities have replied that they 
respect him for his intentions, but he must return 
immediately to ‘Lisbon. 

Gen. Rheda yesterday issued a proclamation to the 
insurgents commanding them to lay down their arms 
and receive the clemency of the government, other- 
wise, he says, ‘It will not be my fault if with the 
means of attack which the imperious law of necessity 
compels me to employ, there should come for Cadiz a 
day of mourning and ruin. 

This proclamation produced a marked confasion 
among the insurgents, who sent a delegation, accom- 
panied by the United States Consul, to Gen. Caballero, 
and offered to place their arms in any builJing that 
he should designate. General Roda expects tp enter 
Cadiz to-day,

A sucat MEETING OF THE 


BOSTON MEDICAL INSTITUTE. 


The anoual meeting uf the members of this association was 
held Oct. 16th, at Institute building, 10 Temple Place, a notice of 
which bas been given by the Boston Press. 
The Secretary's report showed the Lostitution to be in a pros- 
perous condition ; that a larger number of cases of Cancer, Srof- 
ula, and other chronic Diseases had been treaied than in any pre 
vious year. After the transaction of the ordinary business, Dr. 
Greene stated that he was frequently in receipt of letters from his 
former patients, and others residing in various parts of the coun 
try, inquiring if the claims of certain men were true, who repre- 
sented themselves as his agents, students, or to have in some way 
become familiar with his mode of practice. 
The same complaint had been made years ago, Sut he had taken 
no active measares to rofute their stories, knowing that the pub- 
lic would soon find them to be imposters. His indifference had, 
apparently, given courage to numbers of pretenders, who were so 
bold as to use his name in any manner they saw fit, some even 
themselves to be Dr. Greene. 
A few months since, men calling themselves Drs. Lyon and 
Stearns passed through the country within a tew miles of Boston, 
one of them advertising to have been 4 physician in the Bosten 
Medical Iostitute. This statement was entirely false. He, Dr. 
G, had not the slightest knowledge of the men previously. Also 
a self styled Dr. L. A. Shattuck bas located in Augusta, Maine, 
and advertises to be a “surgeon and physician,” and claims to 
have been a student at the Institute. The facts are these: In 
January of 1866 he took Shattuck out of an intelligence office to 
do his office work, build fires, run errands, &c.
